REMARKS 



The Applicants appreciate the courtesy interview granted on August 28, 2007 at the USPTO. 
The undersigned, James Ramsbottom, and examiner Frank Choi and examiner Johann Richter were 
present during the interview. The prior art discussed during the interview was those applied by 
examiner Choi in the Office Action of June 28, 2007, particularly Ostlund (U.S. Pat. 5,550,166) and 
the Goldberg Abstracts. The undersigned argued that that the rejection of the claims under 35 U.S.C. 
§ 103 was improper. Examiner Choi conceded that none of the references applied in the office 
Action teach or suggest use of inositols to enhance muscle size and strength as claimed. Urbano et 
ah {J. Physio. Biochem 56(3) 283-294, 2000) was also brought to the attention of the examiner for 
teaching away from the claimed invention since it discloses that phytic acid (6-phosphate ester of 
inositol) has an anti-nutritional effect. An agreement was reached for examiner Choi and examiner 
Richer to have an allowance conference on the case with another examiner. Subsequently, examiner 
Choi called the undersigned and stated that a decision was made to maintain the 103 rejection.
